READY AT DETROIT. 



Detroiters are looking forward to a racing 
season of more than ordinary Interest, and 
there is good reason to think that the meet- 
ing which heglns at Grosse Point track to- 
morrow will be generously patronized. Con- 
cerning Its pro.spects the Dettolt News of 
Friday says: 



‘Things are booming at the Grosse Point 
track these days and arrivals of big strings 
are of daily occurrence, the opening of the 
meeting of the Detroit Jockey Club, which 
is but three days away, bringing the fast 
ones by the dozen. In all, over 150 horses 
are now stabled at the track and the barns 
surrounding the inclosure are being rapidly 
snapped up. The track itself is lightning 
fast, and, while the most of the trainers are 
getting their animals settled in their new 
homes and galloping is the rule, a few fast 
tryouts have already taken place. 

“Yesterday’s arrivals at the track include 
the stables of Finn & Ross, Hatfield & Own- 
bey, J. E. Cushing and others. Finn & Ross 
brought a nice string from St. Louis, includ- 
ing Flintlock, Blanco, Maghoni, Ben Lear, 
and others. 

‘The steeplechase course w’as completed. 

It will be in the shape of a figure eight, and 
.should make an attractive race. The water 
jump will be in front of the stand. 

“At Highland Park, where fully as many 
horses will be stabled during the Grosse 
Point meeting as. there are at the track 
wiiere the racing will take place, there is a 
bunch of selling platers and jumpers that 
w’ould furnish the material for a very re- 
spectable meeting right now. Telegrams 
were arriving all day yesterday at the down 
tow’n headquarters of the track, requesting 
stable room. Among the owners who will 
be represented are many who have not here- 
tofore had their colors sported on a Detroit 
track. Among those already on the ground 
and expected daily are the strings of Mayor 
Fleischmann of Cincinnati, 15 head; J. H. 
Baker, 14 head; Ed Moore, 8 head; L. B. 
Dickerson, 10 head; W. Robinson, 7 head; J. 
James, 5 head, mostly two-year-olds; F. \V. 
Torreyson, the one-time Grand Rapids base 
ball magnate, 3 head; W. S. Laird, 5 head; 
C. Hak & Sons with four jumpers; B. Brown, 
with 7 head, Frank Dolan, with 5; J. Coch- 
ran, father of the famous jockey, with 6 
head; W. T. Towns, with 6; J. Fox, with 7 
jumpers; J. Tevis, with 7; J. IJowell, 6; W. 
L. Hazelip, with 15; H. J. Perry, better 
known as a judge on the trotting tracks, 
with 5, and C. T. Waitring, with 15. 

There are also a considerable number of 
horses in training at Highland Park, the 
property of Detroit people. Captain Alger’s 
Sam Parmer is expected to get into the 
brackets this year; there are three horses 
in the Baylor string and W. S. Trevy, who 
has the old jumper, Terry Ranger, will also 
train four head for George R. Smith of this 
city. 

President George M. Hendrie, of the High- 
land Park Club, was at his office for a short 
time yesterday afternoon, having just re- 
turned from Toronto, where, he says, the 
Woodbine meeting is setting new records 
for attendance so far as the history of rac- 
ing in the dominion Is concerned. Mr. Hen- 
drie also formally confirmed the rumors re- 
lative to the dates which have been ar- 
ranged between his orgranizatlon and the 
Windsor Club. 

“S. Wagrner, who Is promoting the Wind- 
sor meeting, has arranged with the High- 
land Park Club for the last week of its rac- 
ing season, thus shortening the Detroit or- 
granlzation’s fall meeting by six days. The 
meeting was to have closed September 19. 
It will close September 12, and racing at 
Windsor will begrin September 14. What the 
intentions of Mr. Wagner relative to the 
length of his meeting are have not yet been 
disclosed, but it is thought probable that, if 



the game is good, the horses will perambu- 
late about the Canadian track till the chill 
of winter puts an end to the alleged sport 
of kings.” 



AS TO IRISH LAD. 



New York, June 6.— Irish Lad’s victory in 
the Broadw^ay Stakes has created much dis- 
cussion as to his quality. Some turfmen 
praised the performance and pronounced 
the colt a Derby horse. Others expressed 
opposite opinions. He carried 126 pounds, 
made his ow*n pace and won by a couple of 
open lengths, having run the mile and a 
sixteenth in 3;47. Tichenor & Co.’s Flocarline 
carrying 109, was closing on him at the end. 
Stamping Ground 106, was at his withers or 
flank for over three-quarters. Fire Eater, 
the other starter, sulked at the post, was al- 
most left and joined the other trio in the 
backstretch, but was never a factor. Burns 
set Irish Lad down at the head of the home- 
stretch and quickly took a lead of three 
open lengths. 

The official record does not show it, but 
Bobby Smith and other trainers assert that 
it took the colt fourteen seconds to cov’er 
the last furlong. 'Burns had 'waiting orders, 
but told Harry Payne Whitney he had to 
go to the front because the others were un- 
willing to set the pace. The boy’s action 
was commended by the young turfman; 
“You did just right.” 

“But,” added Burns, “when he got to the 
front he began pricking his ears and did not 
want to get away from that mare. Then, 
when she would come up to him, he would 
take hold of the bit and go along. I shook 
him up in the stretch and got a good lead, 
but he didn’t want to run after he found he 
was alone.” 

“He’s a loafer in his work and will loaf 
in front in a race if you let him, and he’ll 
fool anybody who watches him work or run,” 
said J. W. Rogers. The trainer also re- 
marked; “If you see him go a mile in forty- 
seven you think he’s all out and he goes a 
mile in forty-one the same way. He is a 
strider.” 

Asked about the American Derby Harry 
Payne Whitney answered; “I have asked 
for a stall and other accommodations, if I 
send Irish Lad, but it is not 2 to 1 he will 
go. It looks as if he would. If the weather 
becomes warm and he wastes any he will 
not be shipped.” 

The conversation was interrupted by 
Johnny McCafferty, who stopped to say: 
“That’s a grand horse, Mr. Whitney.” 

There is reliable information that the 
matter will not be settled until the arrival 
of Herman B. Duryea, who sailed from 
England last Thursday. . The question of 
two-year-old superiority has apparently 
become confined to the respective merits of 
Hamburg Belle and Broomstick. Which is 
the better is being argued tonight wherever 
local turfmen can be found. 

Bullman is improving and the doctor says 
will be able to ride in four or five days. He 
was to have received $3,000 had he filled 
his engagement to ride McChesney and won. 
The rest of the stake, $5,000 was to have 
gone to John W. Schorr, None of the Schorr 
horses will be sent to Washington Park.

M’CHESNEY STILL CHAMPION. 



A crowd, estimated at something like 15,- 
000 people, was present at Harlem yesterday. 
The weather was fair and just cool enough 
to be pleasant and the only thing that 
spoiled what otherwise would have been an 
ideal day’s racing was the condition of the 
track, which was soft and lumpy, favoring 
horses that run best In mud. The feature 
attraction was the $10,000 Harlem National 
Handicap, bringing a field of nineteen horses 
to the post. The winner turned up in Mc- 
Chesney, the idol of western turf enthus- 
iasts. He was coupled in the betting with 
Favonius, the entry being held at 8 to 1 
in the betting. The talent and “wise” spec- 
ulators did not fancy McChesney’s chances. 
Flying Torpedo and Linguist being given 
preference over him. After a delay of four- 
teen minutes at the post, Dwyer got the field 
off to a good start. Gregor K. at once 
dashed to the front, closely followed by Epi- 
cure and Linguist. Passing the stand for 
the fl’^t time, M'^Chesney ran along in eighth 
position, but within hailing distance of the 
leaders. Little change took place In the 
foregoing positions while the horses were 
going down the backstretch, with the ex- 
ception that McChesney had moved up into 
fifth place. Turning for home, Hargis led 
by a shade over Gregor K., with McChesney 
third. Along here Epicure and Linguist tired 
fast and fell away beaten. McChesney easily 
passed into the lead when a furlong out and 
won as his rider pleased by two lengths from 
Gregor K., which beat Hargis a half lengrth 
for second place. Flying Torpedo finished 
fourth two lengrths back of Hargis. Gregor 
K. ran an excellent race and is certainly a 
high-class horse on a muddy or soft track. 
Hargis’ race was noteworthy especially from 
the fact that he runs to his best form on 
a hard track. Flying Torpedo was right 
there up to the final eighth and then began 
to sprawl noticeably. Epicure was a keen 
contender for one and a sixteenth miles, 
tiring only in the final eighth. Rolling Boer 
ran a good race from a slow beginning. The 
stake was worth $7,835 to the winner. 



WHIPS AND SPURS. 



If a trainer like John Rogers will not allow 
a first-class rider like Burns a whip on the 
best mare of the year in a stake like the 
Brooklyn, what ought L. Wilson be allowed 
to do in a $400 purse when he is riding a 
quitter like Deutschland?” was the question 
put to Campbell Scott, the editor of the Thor- 
oughbred Record; Tom Hayes, Starter Dade 
and Secretary Hachmeister at dinner yesteiv 
day. says the St. Louis Republic of Wednes- 
day. 

“No boy has any business with a whip,” . 
said Mr. Hayes. “If it was not that it gives 
him the appearance of trying and looks good 
to the public, I would not give it to a boy of ^ 
mine. A horse which will run will run with- 
out a whip. Boys lose a length going for it \ 
and dear knows how many lengths after 
they draw it.” ^ 

“Right,” said Mr. Dade. “I noticed little 
Wilson go after It yesterday. He made five 
grabs for it before he got It and changed 
hands twice on the reins. He lost ten lengths 
in as many strides.” 

“There are certain horses like South 
Breeze which need a couple of cuts to make

LOCAL TURF GOSSIP. 

When it became apparent to the on- 
lookers that McChesney would be the win- 
ner as the horses turned into the home- 
stretch they arose with one accord and 
began cheering vociferously, the din almost 
becoming deafening as the horses flashed 
past the judges and continued long after 
the horse had been blanketed and sent to his 
stable. The crowd which congregated around 
the judges’ stand to observe the weighing 
in process, shouted lustily for jockey Gray, 
who had piloted the victor, and also cheered 
for Mr. Smathers and Sam Hildreth. Find- 
ing no one else to cheer the crowd yelled: 
“Bring on your Hermis.” Mr. Smathers 
took the victory very modestly and stated 
that it was very gratifying to him and his 
friends to observe the esteem in which Mc- 
Chesney is held by the western people. 

Asked if he would ship McChesney east to 
meet Hermis. he smilingly replied that the 
two horse.s would probably come together 
at Saratoga, where McChesney will be 
shipped at the conclusion of the Washing- 
ton Park meeting. 

Trainer Hildreth was very jubilant over 
the victory scored by the big son of Macduff, 
and for once he permitted his reticence to 
fall by exclaiming to Mr. Smathers: “That’s 
the greatest horse in the world today, and 
jockey Gray don’t have to take off his hat 
to any boy riding, either,” to which owner 
Smathers nodded his assent. i 

Jockey Henry complained to the judges, I 
after Ix)rd Melbourne had beaten High 
Chancellor, that in Friday’s race at Haw- 
thorne when Lord Melbourne was badly 
beaten and ridden by Henry, the horse was 
anything but a fit racer. Judge Hamilton 
listened to the jockey attentively and evi- 
dently his story made some impression, for 
he was about to take some action in regard 
to the running of the horse. He requested 
Judge Bryan, who was among the specta- 
tors, to step to the judges’ stand for the 
purpose of holding a conference. 

Judge Bryan informed Judge Hamilton 
that the fault was not with the horse, but 
laid it at the door of jockey Henry, and 
further stated that he had cautioned the 
rider severely, with the warning that more 
suspicious riding would earn him an indefi- 
nite suspension. This closed the incident. 

Jockey Houbre, who rode Enue in the 
second race, while attempting to send his 
mount through a narrow' opening on the 
stretch turn, was crowded against the inner 
rail and sustained a compound fracture of 
his big toe. He kept his seat until after the 
finish, but when he reached the paddock gate 
several horsemen lifted him off and carried 
him to the secretary’s office, where a doc- 
or dressed his injuries, and was later 
taken by trainer Wishard to the Garfield 
Park Sanitarium. 

Owner Smathers announced after the 
running of the Harlem National Handicap 
that McChesney w'ould be a positive starter 
on Monday in the fourth race, in w'hich Sav- 
able is also carded to start. 

Trainer Wishard informed Secretary Nath- 
anson that were it not for the fact that the 
field in the Harlem National Handicap was 
of such large proportions. High Chancellor 
would have certainly been a starter, but, 
fearing that the colt might meet with a 
mishap or injury he deemed it best not to 
run him. 

Jockey Knapp, w'ho rode Warte Nicht, and 
J. William, who rode Floyd K., indulged in 
a battle during the last quarter of the race. 
Both boys rained blows on one another’s 
shoulders and hands, and neither of them 
desisted until in the last sixteenth, at 
which point Floyd K. shook off Warte Nicht. 
The trouble was started by Warte Nicht 
bumping Floyd K. several times. After the 
race both boys were called before Judge 
Hamilton, and in addition to being sharply 
reprimanded were each fined $25. 

It was stated that owner Smathers had 
presented jockey Gray with $2,500 for riding 
McChesney. 

All of the local turf leaders were at the 
track. Among them were: Secretary James 
Howard, of the Washington Park Club; Har- 
vey T. Woodruff, secretary of the Western 
Jockey Club; Frank J, Bryan, G. H. Kuhl 
and S. Clark, of Hawthorne; John’F. Morse, 
of Washington Park and Worth; John Pow- 
ers and J. O’Brien, of Worth.

ST. LOUIS’ NEW TRACK. 

A new track for St. Louis is assured. It 
will be completed in time to hold a trotting 
meeting some time during the course of next 



autumn and next year the Western Jockey 
Club w’ill be asked to assign it dates for the 
runners. Concerning it the St. Louis Re- 
public of last Wednesday said: 

“At a meeting of the Union Jockey Club 
stockholders, held in the office of Judge 
Theodore Rassieur last evening, plans were 
discussed for the construction of the course 
and the question of having slight grades in 
the track was dw’elt upon. It was suggested 
that the grade in the track be varied from 
the flat. 

‘‘The fact that the Washington Park track 
in Chicago is said to have several distinct 
grades in its course suggested the innovation 
here. It w'as announced thai the club would 
take the matter up seriously later on, and 
would study its advantages. 

‘‘According to Robert J. Boylan, formerly 
of Chicago, who is connected with the new 
course, the engineers will be instructed as 
to the plans for the track in the near future. 

‘‘ ‘Although not apparent to the eye,’ he 
said. ‘Washington Park course at Chicago 
has five different grrades in the course. It 
is slightly higher at some points of the back- 
stretch than at others, the surface being 
slightly undulating. This tendency is almost 
imperceptible, but careful surveying has 
shown the grades to be there. 

” ‘Now the "Washington Park track is a 
course on which world’s records have been 
made again and again. It is made of the 
same material as other Chicago courses, yet 
seems to be easier for many horses to run 
over. The deduction clearly is that the 
grades help the horses by relieving certain 
muscles, in turn, in the course of a race. 

“ ‘An instance may be found here, where ! 
the Kinloch track’s very apparent up-grade 
on the backstretch and down-grade on the 
homestretch has resulted in extremely 
fast time. A horse tired slightly by the pull 
up hill, finds a new set of muscles in play 
coming down the stretch. Steep grades will 
cause some horses to prop when coming 
downhill. But very slight variation seems 
to help the majority of runners. 

‘‘ ‘This matter will be thoroughly worked 
out, and it may be that we will decide upon 
some slight deviation in the grade. If ex- 
periments prove that faster time results, we 
may incorporate grades in the track con- 
struction.’ 

‘‘The announcement was made at the 
meeting that more than $100,000 had been 
subscribed. Theodore Rassieur presided. 
Among those present were M. Hanick, T. 
M. Gallagher, John L. Mesker, Harry Bur- 
ger and Joseph Graham. It wras announced 
that the surv’eying had been practically com- 
pleted and that grading w’ould be started 
at once.” 



GOSSIP OF THE TURF. 

Two hundred and thirty-four yearlings will 
be led into the Fasig-Tipton Co.’s sales ring 
this month as representatives of the immense 
Haggin breeding establishments. All of the 
famous matrons of Rancho del Paso and 
Elmendorf will have sons or daughters in the 
list. Thirty-two of the best bred stallions in 
the world sired these youngsters. Among 
them are the stallions Watercress, St. Gatien, 
Golden Garter, Goldfinch, Loyalist, St. An- 
drew, Golden Dawn, Sir Modred, Ormonde, 
Prospector, July, Bassetlaw', Calvados and 
Darebin. The native sires represented are 
Abercorn, Anchorite, Colonel Wheeler, Del 
Paso, Dorian, Fitzjames, Fresno, Ossary, 
Hiero, Indio, Maximo. Milesio. Montana, 
Orsini, Primrose, Ross^au, Rubicon, St. Carlo, 
The Greek, Torso and Tyrant. 

Mr. Haggin has been gradually concen- 
trating his best thoroughbreds at the Ken- 
tucky farm, but so vast are his breeding 
interests and so numerous his horses that he 
still is forced to retain the 44,000-acre ranch 
near Sacramento for their accommodation. 
Mr. Haggin is still buying horses wherever 
one of desirable blood lines is found on the 
market. 



A sensational story to the effect that Pitts- 
burg Phil had decided to quit the racing 
game and sell his stable, was denied at the 
Gravesend track recently by William Smith, 
the brother of the famous plunger. It was 
intimated that Pittsburg Phil had decided 
to get out of racing because of the trouble 
that his jockey, Shaw, had with the Jockey 
Club stew’ards. ‘‘There is absolutely no 
truth in the yarn,” said Mr. Smith, ‘‘my 
brother was simply worn out and needed a 
rest, so he decided to go up into the Adiron- 
dacks for two or three weeks. He has no 
intention of selling his horses. The horses 



are all doing well and are going right along 
in their training. Phil will be back inside 
of two or three weeks and resume his opera- 
tions as usual. The story that he had any 
trouble with the Jockey Club officials is 
absolutely false.” This is not the first time 
that sensational stories have been sprung re- 
garding Pittsburg Phil’s alleged retirement. 
Every time he is missed from the track for 
a day or tw'O rumors are set afloat to the 
effect that he has decided to quit the game, 
either because he has been hit hard or else 
has made a fabulous winning 



There has been much recent talk about the 
immediate cutting up of Morris Park into 
building lots, and other talk about the im- 
mediate transfer of its racing meetings and 
its fixed events to the new course known as 
Belmont Park, near Queens, Long Island. 

August Belmont himself,' and he is the 
absolute authority in the matter, definitely 
set at rest all speculation by announcing 
recently that there will surely be two more 
meetings at Morris Park— the Autumn meet- 
ing of this year, and the Spring meeting of 
1904. 

Belmont Park, so far as the track itself, 
the grading, the landscape design and the 
transit facilities are concerned, will be ready 
in time for the Fall meeting of 1904. In 
order, however, to guard against any pos- 
sible delays in the construction of grand- 
stand. club house and other buildings, by 
reason of strikes, inability to obtain mater- 
ial promptly, or for any other reason, the 
Westchester Racing Association has contin- 
ued its lease of Morris Park for two years. 

The length of the lease is a guarantee 
that the New York public will not be disap- 
pointed and that when racing moves from 
Morris Park it will go at once into the 
greater and even more complete Belmont 
Park. 

It is confidently expected that the new 
course will be ready to the smallest detail 
in time for the Autumn meeting of 1904 
and the opening will then take place.

them wake up.” said Mr. Scott. “When they 
get to their horses they run along all right, ^ 
but they need to be reminded that they are 
racing. Outside of that the whip is an in- 
tolerable nuisance. There should be a rule 
against it.” 

“Spurs,” said Mr. Dade, “are worse. They 
merely make a horse sour and nasty. It 
does not help in the least to stick a horse 
with the steel when he is doing all he can. 
How do you like in a fight to have a friend 
come up behind and jab you with a knife to 
make you fight harder? I have seen horses 
made sore and miserable by sparing.” 

“Horses will run without whip or spurs,” 
.^aid Mr. Hayes. “Why, I am surprised to 
.see spurs on two-year-olds. If a boy rode 
one for me with spurs I would feel like shoot- 
ing him. Rogers is right. No whip and no 
spurs.” 

“The saddle horsemen use spurs to keep 
horses from shying or backing,” said Mr. 
Dade. “They do not use them to urge and 
they only touch their heels against their 
sides. Hands and knees and good will are 
all a jockey needs to make a thoroughbred 
do his best”
